Exhibit  A — Statement  of  Condition  presents  fairly  the  financial  posi- 
tion of  the  Association  as  of  December  31,  1960.  We  do  comment  on 
.specific  items  contained  therein  as  follows: 


Current  Fund  — Cash:  $25,905.85. 

Cash  receipts  and  disbursements  were  reconciled  with  bank  deposits 
and  withdrawals.  We  examined  canceled  checks  for  all  disbursements. 
All  bank  balances  at  December  31,  1960  were  independently  confirmed. 
Cash  on  hand  was  counted  by  us  on  January  9,  1961. 

Current  Fund  — Investments:  $882,097 .07 . 

We  obtained  a certificate  from  the  New  England  Trust  Company, 
custodian,  which  was  reconciled  with  the  book  balances.  Savings  bank 
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balances  were  independently  confirmed  with  depositories.  Mortgage  note 
and  deed  were  examined  by  us. 

Special  Fund  — Assets:  $8,55Jf.52. 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed  that 
they  held  in  safe  keeping  as  of  December  31,  1960,  certificate  number  568 
representing  704.6  shares  of  Massachusetts  Life  Fund  with  a market 
value  of  $14,838.88  at  that  date.  Income  earned  thereon  during  1960 
totaled  $470.12.  There  is,  also,  interest  of  $22.97  earned  on  the  deposit 
in  Suffolk-Franklin  Savings  Bank. 

Charity  Fund  — Assets:  $^26,875.84: 

The  assets  owned  and  income  therefrom  are  detailed  in  a separate 
report  submitted  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund.  Securities  and 
savings  bank  books  listed  therein  were  confirmed  by  direct  correspondence 
with  The  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company,  custodian,  and  other 
depositories. 

All  income  of  the  Charity  Fund  was  verified  and  traced  to  depository 
banks.  The  Committee  of  Relief  expended  $7,686.00  for  relief  purposes 
during  the  year  1960,  as  compared  with  $7,360.14  for  the  preceding  year. 

Current  Fund  — Accounts  Payable:  $64-6.01. 

This  account  includes  severance  pay  due  former  employee  totaling 
$310.00.  This  amount  was  paid  during  the  course  of  our  audit  and  termi- 
nates all  liability  under  the  vote  for  severance  pay. 

Current  Fund  — Excess  of  Income  Over  Expenses:  $20,720.71. 

Operating  results  are  set  forth  in  detail  on  Exhibit  B and  related 
Schedules  1 and  2. 

General  Comments: 

Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  operations 
and  such  other  procedures  as  we  deemed  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  Statement  of  Condition  and  related 
Statements  of  Income  and  Expenses  and  Fund  Balances  present  fairly 
the  financial  position  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Associa- 
tion as  at  December  31,  1960  and  the  results  of  its  op>erations  for  the 
fiscal  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  meetings  with  an 
average  attendance  of  four  members. 

The  New  England  Trust  Company  continued  in  an  advisory  capacity 
for  recommendations  arid  reviews  of  the  portfolio  of  the  General  Fund. 

Four  meetings  were  held  at  which  the  trust  oflScers  of  the  New 
England  Trust  Company  (to  become  the  New  England  Merchants 
National  Bank)  were  present  and  discussed  changes  in  the  portfolio  with 
the  Finance  Committee  members.  Changes  in  the  General  Funds  for  the 
year  resulted  in  a gain  of  $15,448.77. 

At  the  October  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  take  a seventy-five  thousand 
dollar  mortgage  at  five  and  one-half  per  cent  on  the  Engineers  Club  at 
96  Beacon  Street,  Boston. 

The  Committee  respectfully  refers  you  to  the  Treasurer’s  Report 
submitted  at  this  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  auditor  in  full  which  is  in  the  records  of  the  Asso- 
ciation will  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Report. 

All  bills  of  account  against  the  Association  have  been  examined  and 
approved  by  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars  for  current  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year.

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Extraordinary  services  such  as  aid  for  hospitalization,  glasses,  fuel 
oil,  and  small  Christmas  gifts  were  voted  where  necessary  as  were  some 
slight  increases  in  the  allotments.

Exhibit  A presents  a detailed  list  of  securities  and  bank  accounts 
in  the  Charity  Fund  at  December  31,  1960,  stated  at  cost  and  market 
values.  These  assets  were  independently  confirmed  by  direct  corre- 
spondence with  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company,  custodian, 
and  other  depositories. 
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Exhibit  B summarizes  income  and  expense  and  balances  of  the  Fund 
for  the  fiscal  years  1960  and  1959.  Schedules  1 and  2 thereof  detail  the 
investment  income  and  gains  and  losses  on  sale  of  securities. 

Exhibit  C analyzes  the  composition  of  the  Charles  R.  McLean  Fund 
at  December  31,  1960.  The  fund  income  is  restricted  to  educational 
purposes. 

Exhibit  D lists  the  component  funds  underlying  the  assets  at 
December  31,  1960  and  1959. 

General  Comments 

Our  examination  included  such  auditing  procedures  as  we  deemed 
necessary  in  the  circumstances,  consistent  with  prior  examinations  and 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards.

Its  members  have  visited  the  school  conducted  at  the  Boston  Archi- 
tectural Center  where  young  people,  who  are  employed  during  the  day, 
can  be  trained  in  the  architectural  field  evenings  under  a program  through 
which  they  can  attain  full  professional  status.  Your  Committee  is  unani- 
mously of  the  opinion  that  the  work  being  done  here  lies  within  the  scope 
and  purposes  of  our  Association  and  further  that  financial  assistance  is 
needed  so  that  the  school  can  continue  and  improve  the  training  it  pro- 
vides.

The  report  was  by  vote  unanimously  accepted  to  be 
made  a part  of  the  annual  records. 

To  hear  the  report  of  the  Planning  Committee  as 
read  by  William  C.  Noel: 

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

The  Planning  Committee  has  held  two  formal  and  several  informal 
meetings  during  the  year. 

Three  proposals  for  Association  participation  have  been  considered 
with  two  rejected  as  being  either  too  costly  or  outside  the  provisions  of  our 
charter.  Together  with  the  Education  Committee,  the  proposed  aid  to 
the  Boston  Architectural  Center  was  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
Government. 

Committee  members  have  visited  and  talked  with  officers  of  the 
Boston  Architectural  Center,  Junior  Achievement  of  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts, Franklin  Technical  School  and  attended  the  dedication  of  the 
working  model  of  the  Leonardo  da  Vinci  pump  at  the  Museum  of  Science.

Another  year  is  closed  — the  last  deed  done  — the  printed  records' 
of  our  accomplishments  and  pleasant  memories  alone  remain.  The  reports 
of  the  various  committees  and  the  condition  of  our  finances  will  be  in  the 
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year  book  which  you  will  receive.  A historical  sketch  of  the  Association, 
republished  every  ten  years,  has  been  brought  up  to  1960  by  our  Secretary, 
and  printed  copies  made  available  to  the  members. 

The  important  event  of  leasing  offices  at  the  Engineers  Club  at 
96  Beacon  Street,  and  moving  from  the  Hotel  Lenox  on  May  1,  1960, 
provided  the  Association  with  a suitable  location  to  conduct  its  affairs 
and  also  made  available  the  services  and  conveniences  of  the  Club  for  our 
members.

Members  of  the  Planning  Committee  and  Educational  Committee 
have  held  various  meetings,  and  visits  have  been  made  to  the  organiza- 
tions to  which  we  have  donated  funds,  and  to  the  Rhode  Island  Historical 
Society  at  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  where  the  Franklin  Press  is  on 
exhibition.  Members  of  the  Planning  Committee  took  part  at  the  Museum 
of  Science  in  the  dedication  of  the  da  Vinci  pump  which  was  made  possible 
by  the  gift  to  the  Museum  from  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association. 

Members  of  both  the  Educational  and  Planning  Committees  have 
visited  the  Boston  Architectural  Center,  have  held  separate  and  joint 
meetings  relative  thereto,  and  made  a recommendation  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Government  that  we  make  a donation  not  to  exceed  $4,000  to 
the  Boston  Architectural  Center  as  stipulated.

An  enthusiastic  member  of  this  Association,  which  he  joined  in  1921, 
Mr.  Makepeace  ably  served  on  the  Board  of  Government  from  1938  to 
1943.
